A contingent of foreign 
students sent here by McGill

Students’ Society VP Internal 
Keith Hennessy says that the 
arrival of 78 Kenyans was 
brought to his attention two 
days after their arrival, when an 
employee of McGill In- 
ternational told him they were 
“lost and .lonely” and perhaps 
Hennessy could do something 
to help. 

When he asked if the 
organization would assist in 
orienting the students to their 
new environment, the McGill 
International employee told 
him, “It’s beyond our man- 
date.” 

The Kenyans are teachers 
enrolled In the faculties of 
Education and Agriculture, 
hoping to increase their 
teaching skills. Their govern- 



Council tries to block paper

Ghetto rape victims 
to fight back

Posters are being circulated 
In the McGill Ghetto in an at- 
tempt to find the man 
responsible for the recent 
sexual assault on a female 
student from McGill. 

The use of posters to find the 
rapist is being organized by 
Student Society Vice-President 
Keith Hennessy. 

“The Idea behind the posters 
Is that they may serve to 
frighten away this specific 
rapist and other potential 
rapists by letting them_know 
that there are people prepared 
to use non-traditlonal channels 
to stop this kind of violence 
against women,” Hennessy 
said. 

"The second reason for the 
posters is to let people in the 
area know that there has in fact 
been a rape and in this way try 
to get some specific in- 
formation on this particular 
rapist assuming that anyone 
recognizes the description," he 
said. 

At the present time no on- 



going commitment has been 
made by the Students’ Society, 
but Hennessy feels that the 
creation of some form of anti- 
rape ' program would be wor- 
thwhile. 

"Even though people aren't 
aware of the frequency of rape I 
think the establishment of a 
permanent program would be a 
good Idea," said Hennessy. 

The posters now being put 
up in the Ghetto include a 
description of the rapist and a 
plea for any information 
leading to his arrest. The 
identity of the woman 
assaulted has been withheld to 
protect her privacy and this will 
be the standard procedure if a 
new program is set up, ac- 
cording to Hennessy. 

"In the future, women 
wouldn't have to leave their 
names, but the description (of 
the rapist) would go up 
nonetheless," he said.

attempted to prevent the Free 
Times from publishing by 
calling the printers retained by 
the paper. Dawson succeeded 
in preventing the newspaper 
from publishing with Doerksen 
Printers, who also print the 
association-controled Projec- 
tor. 

However, the Free Times was 
able to publish with the 
University of Manitoba 
Students’ Union prlntshop, 
which shrugged off a contact 
from association president 
Dawson. 

Back at Red River College, In 
order to prevent security or 
maintenance workers from 
dumping issues of the Free 
Times In the garage, staff 
members distributed their first 
edition by hand. 

The staff members still 
encountered problems getting 
their paper out. One Free Times 
member was wrestled to the 
ground and had his papers 
taken away by a Red River 
College security guard. 

However, this fall the 
College declared that it would 
stay neutral in the dispute 
between the students’ 
association and the Free 
Times. 

“At the present time we are 
neutral and plan to remain so. I 
hope that the students can 
resolve their issues," said Red 
River College director Brian 
Angood. 

Association president 
Dawson has said that he has 
given up preventing the paper 
from distributing. 

"The association is making 
no attempt to stop them (the 
Free Times). If they want to 
distribute on campus, that’s 
fine," he said. 



ment is sponsoring them. 

"I think McGilî International 
is avoiding their responsibility 
to these people," said Studsoc 
President Liz Norman. 

Norman said she was con- 
cerned that the students would 
suffer from culture shock 
without adequate orientation. 
She claims that McGill In- 
ternational Informed her that 
they help visiting professors 
get settled, but leave students 
to other campus groups. The 
VP Internal is attempting to 
help the Kenyans. 

Judy Stymest, director of' 
Student Aid, told the Daily that 
about fifty of the students were 
housed in the residences while 
the rest were living In the 
downtown YMCA or had ap- 
partments. 

"We gave them all the help 
we could. The faculty of 
education gave them a special 
orientation and they will have 
another later," said Stymest. 

"McGill International clearly 
bowed out after setting up a 
few meetings to plan the 
adaption process. They let us 
know last spring about this, but 
they are on the organizational 
level. There Is definitely some 



difficulty inasmuch as any 
students have coming to McGill 
for the first time. 

"Now we’re starting to get 
some feedback about the 
students' problems. For in- 
stance, they don’t know how to 
prepare for the winter and some 
are unhappy in fesidence and 
the ’Y’. However, their numbers, 
make it difficult' to help them 
because it's the first time 
McGill has ever accepted such 
a large number of students 
from one (exchange) program," 
she said. 

One of the students, who 
wished to remain anonymous, 
said that the orientation 
session didn’t help very much. 

"There are a lot of things I do 
not know about Canada, like 
the weather. It Is hard to make 
friends and I am not very happy 
living In the (residence). I don’t 
think the meetings have helped 
us to adjust well enough,” he 
said. 

"The administration can’t 
make the students feel at home 
without a student effort behind 
it. The International Students’ 
Association should help," said 
Stymest. 

McGill International could 
not be reached for comment. 



Tribune gets the line 
out for the Society

The Students’ Society hopes 
to get its message across this 
year by publishing a bi-monthly 
newsletter — The Tribune. 

The newsletter, with a budget 
of $11,000 and a production 
schedule of 18 issues during 
the school year, has been set 
up as a Students’ Society 
house organ. As Students’ 
Society Program Director Earle 
Taylor explained, the mandate 
of the newsletter "Is to Inform 
students at McGill concerning 
issues of student government^ 
to educate them on how the 
bureaucracy works In Students’ 
Society and the University, and 
to cover student activities." 

As Taylor noted, it’s difficult 
to describe what form the 
newsletter will take at this 
point, slnnce "any paper Is a 
reflection of its staff." He also 
hoped the Students’ Society 
wouldn’t try to muzzle the 
editor on opinions. 

"I hope that editorial 
freedom will be respected," he 
said. 

The Students’ Society ap- 
pointed -U2 student Luranah 
Woody editor of the newsletter. 
Woody is responsible for the 
content and form of the paper 
and receives a $1,000 
honorarium for her efforts. 



Keith Hennessy, Students’ 
Society VP -Internal, believes 
there is a concrete need for a 
newsletter like the Tribune. 

"I think it’s a good venue, I 
hope It continues,” he said. 

"The newsletter provides a 
service that no other 
publication on campus Is 
providing," Hennessy added. 
“It publicizes the doings of the 
association that publishes it — 
the Students’ Society.” 

Not everyone agrees with 
that interpretation, however. 
Brian Fish, president of the 
Debating Union, thinks 
themandate of the newsletter is 
"ambiguous." 

"I don’t think they are 
covering any new territory 
that's not covered In other 
publications," he said. 

As for providing sought-after 
coverage for student groups, 
Fish was skeptical of the 
paper’s ability to keep up with 
current activities on a bi-weekly 
basis. He further pointed out 
that as president of the 
Debating Union, he was led to 
believe that advertising for 
clubs, Interest groups and 
student activities would be 
free. '

Forgetting for a 
moment the French meaning 
of this word, the press release 
tells us that It breaks down 
into "Visa" — visual, and 
"age" — as In New Age. 

Visage Is a collaboration 
between former Magazine 
members, McGeoch and Dave 
Formula, Billy Curie and Midge 
Ure of Ultravox, Rusty Egan, 
formerly of Rich Kids and 
Skids, and finally, Steve 
Strange, doorman at the 
nightclub in London called 
"Blitz," from which a lot of „ 
this stuff takes its name. 

Listen up, and listen good, 
all of youse! A bunch of 
people, notably Steve Strange 
and Rusty Egan, got sorta fed 
up with the rigid dress codes 
of Punk fashions. So, a new 
look was born in the Blitz club: 
Blitz) And Blitz kids started 
calling themselves New 
Romantics. Philosophically, 
the New Romantics have 
rejected Punk’s so-called 
“negative stance" in favor of 
hedonism. Of course, since 
Punk degenerated long ago 
Into Oi Ol, It's all rather 
academic anyhow. 

We’ve been Blitzed, I mean 
blessed, with the Blitz Kid 
New Romantic silliness of the 
likes of Spandau Ballet, Duran 
Duran, Classlx Neaveuax, and 
so on.

It's a little late, I know, to be 
giving advice on apartment 
hunting, since most students 
are already settling Into their 
new apartments, while others 
have accepted the Idea of 
another year of cohabltational 
bliss with Mom and Dad. 

For those who are still 
waiting to hear about the 
apartment that may be for rent, 
that a friend heard about from 
someone who lives in the 
hullding, or those who figure 
they'll have the courage, 
money, and determination- to 
move out by next year, you, 
brave souls, may benefit from 
my expertise. 

Before proceeding, let me 
present my credentials so that 
no one may question my 
authority on the subject.

In the time since old Henry 
Ford's first "Tin Lizzie" rolled 
off the assembly line seventy 
years ago, the family car has 
risen to almost mythical 
proportions as a fixture in 
American (and this Canadian) 
life. From the moment of our 
first spin of the steering wheel 
on daddy’s knee, to our first 
fumbling initiations to the rites 
of adulthood, to our first very 
own set of spanking new 
wheels, right on through to our 
inevitable demise from ar- 
teriosclerosis, our lives revolve 
around the car. 

Yet during our few,' happy 
years of studenthood, far from 
the seductive comforts of 
suburbia, but not yet. within 
reach of that easy-street 
position at Wood'Gundy, the 
car Is often conspicuously 
absent from our lives. Living 
just a stone's throw from "that 
quiet and still air of delightful 
studies," and passing through 
the height of our social and 
ecological awareness, most of 
us are only .too happy to make 
do with Montreal's fine mass 
transit system, if only to have 
something to tell our yet-more- 
complacent offspring about. 

Thus, for most of us 
students, the opening of the 
new metro extension • on • 
Monday was analagous to 
buying a new family car. With 
this In mind, and in particular 
view of recent rumblings In the 
establishment press (see: "City 
gets subterranean art show," in 
Tuesday's Gazette) and of the 
Increasing importance of the 
metro in our culture, (eg. 
François Truffaut’s Le Dernier 
Métro, Martha and the Muffins' 
Metro Music), the Weekly lost 
no time In dispatching a blue- 
ribbon panel of four to check 
out the new facilities for its 
Beloved readership. 

The panel consisted of an 
aspiring lawyer, a McGill P.R. ' 
employee, a radical urban 
sociologist and an American. , 

The panelists noted that the 
new stations — Vendôme, Villa 
Maria and Snowdon - are of 
interest to McGill students 
more for what they promise In 
the future than for what they 
can Immediately deliver. In- 
deed, as the aspiring lawyer 
pointed out, the new stations 
are sort of like bank financing, 
in that they provide assistance 
to those who need it the least, 
ie. the well-off residents of 
west-end suburbs. 

However, as the radical 
sociologist, who may or may 
not be Arnold Bennett, men- 
. tioned, a good number of 
students living In more- 
reasonable-than-ghetto apar- 
tments in N.D.G. will use the 
Vendôme station. What our 
M.C.M.-sympathlsIng panelist 
neglected to point out was that 
the new extension will whiz 
even the lowliest McGillites 
much nearer to trendy eating' 
spots like Deekay's 
(St.Jacques W.), Pumpernlk’s 
(Cavendish Mall) and the 
venerable Brown Derby (Van 
Horne Shopping Centre), which 
are rapidly gaining favor 
among the more fashionable 
campus set. 

But the true promise of the 
new stations lies in the future 



extensions to which they will 
give birth. The Snowdon 
station Is the hub of a new 
interchange, with train lines 
jutting out to the north for St. 
Laurent, where many a 
McGillite claims his/her lower 
middle-class roots, and to the 
east toward the Henri Bourassa 
metro line. This would tie the 
entire metro network into one 
neat knot surrounding Mount 
Royal, providing C.A.M. pass 
users with their first infinite 
loop. 

Our fearless foursome en- 
tered the Metro through the 
Peel station. The American, a 
U1 Commerce student who just 
arrived in Montreal, was 
pleased by the proximity of the 
station to the Bronfman 
Building, but the .sociologist 
was confused, confessing that 
for the past three years he 
thought the Bronfman Building 
was a metro station. This drew 
a quick rebuff from the P.R. 
person. 

The panelists disembarked 
at the Lionel-Groulx station to 
transfer lines. Their excitement 
mounted as they read the signs 
for Plamondon, a station which 
does not yet exist but which 
will ultimately link downtown 
Montreal with the Van Horne 
Shopping centre. 

“Imagine everyone in the 
world shopping there," said the 
sociologist. 

The American, a Washington 
woman who has gained a 
strong sense of direction 
during Reagan’s first 200 days, 
was intrigued by the fact that 
she was heading for the non- 
existent Plamondon. "It’s a 
mythical station, like the city of 
Atlantis,” she said. 

"Or like ‘collegiality’ at 
McGill" quipped the aspiring 
lawyer, to the chagrin of Ms. 
P.R. 

The orange fluorescent and 
the vertebrae-motlf sculpture 
of the Vendôme station im- 
mediately won our panelists’ 
hearts, though for different 
reasons. 

“They, capture at once the 
essence of the city, the 
struggle for self-expression , 
and diversity in an artificial 
environment, the unity of 
opposites — what can only be 
described as la condition ur- 
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Parcourt eilitont» ■ 
Paint» termina» 
Heurt» create» 
Heure» de pointe 
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balne," said the radical urban 
sociologist. 

•"They remind me* of Mc- 
Donald’s, only nicer," added 
the American. 

“Love a McGill freshman,” 
was the P.R. person's In- 
scrutable comment. 

The aspiring lawyer was 
particularly fond of the func- 
tional orange plastic seats, 
which spanned the length of 
the station. He felt they were 
abnormally low and could lead 
to an upsurge of whiplash, for 
which the city would be liable. 

At the Villa Maria station, the 
spectrum-like yellow-orange- 
-red pattern met with oohs and 
ahs from our panelists. The 
McGill P.R. person said she 
could walk around the 
cathedral-llke station all day 
admiring the bright hues and 
the geometric wall sculptures, 
and then she proceeded to 
mumble something about 
"those great Roddick gates in 
the sky". 

But the Snowdon station 
proved to be the sleeper of the 
lot.

In an 
apparent effort to educate its 
subterranean hordes, the City 
of Montreal left some of the 
bedrock exposed and set up a *
